Colonial EmlgratloD. 

A meeting of the Colonial Emigru- 
tlOH Society wos held at tbo Mansion 
Hoose, London, on the 27tb July, tho 
Lord Mayor presiding. Mr. Currie, a 
member of the Oommlltee, and who bed 
recently visited Canada on behalt of the 
Society, made some very important and 
highly interesting statemeats. He bad 
Tisited ail the principal emigrant sot- 
tTementB, and made careful personal 
enquiry into the condition of many of 
tho8o already BOnt out. "The result be 
bad arrived at was a conviction on bis 
port that nearly all the eniigrants aided 
by iho cbaritubla societiea were not moro- 
ly omployod, by far tho greater portion of 
them, ai farm work, but were perfectly 
happy and conionlod." Tbis result 
must aflord a tolerably conclusive an- 
swer to the carping of some who have 
been endearoring lo muko out that the 
conditioa of tbo great maea of thoso sent 
to Canada was not improvi'd by the 
change, and that they wi^liod tbcm- 
Belves back in England. That some 
should, under any circuaistancos, long 
to return to tbe '' flosh-pois of Egypt," 
was to be expected ; but that the great 
bnlk of them, all in f^ct who are nobur 
and indastrious, will do well in Cnnadt.. 
IB beyond a doubt. MoCurrio spoke in 
the higher.t terms of praise of the nt- 
tentions he received both from Govern- 
menfc agents and from the people. He 
said Ontario bad this year provided for 
6/72O persons sent out by the various 
Booietids, and wanted 7,229 more. 
Canada, he adds, will find a home lor 
any person accnsiomed to manual la- 
bor, who does not see his way clearly 
to provido I'or himself and family in the 
old country, and is indnstrious and 
BOber, Tho meeting passed a vote of 
thanks to tbe Marquis of Westminster, 
for a second munificent donation of 
JEI.OOO to tho funds of tho Society. By 
the first donation the commioteo bad 
been able to dispatch 300 emigrants to 
Canada, nearly all of whom were in the 
way of well-doing. What an avenue 
for reflection is hero opened us. A 
single member of England's nobility, 
by a single donation, snatches 300 ol his 
fellow creatures from want and proba- 
ble pauperism and places thera in a 
poaition where, without ceasing to be 
British subjects, they oeaso to bo a bur. 
den upon their country, where, by so- 
briety and indnstry, every one of them 
can attain comfortable independence in 
the course, of a few years. V\rbat 
amoDDt of well-being would that thon- 
Band pounds have produced if contrib- 
cted towards maintaining paupers at 
home? like a grain of sand oast into 
tbe ocean, it would never have been 
felt. When will England be wise 1" 
When will she learn that the only 
real cure for pauperism is Colonial e;i i- 
gration, that a thou and dollars judi- 
ciously employed in promoting that 
will accomplish moro real, lasting good 
than a million cast into the abyss of 
pauper home relief? If tho Brit- 
ish public and the British 'Government 
could only rise to the true euro for pau- 
perism and the truo use of tho coionio-i 
-viewed from a homo stand-point, we 



dependent Stale* when they ihould have He- 

veloped their internal reaoarces, in other 
words, when beyond tho staRO of pupilage. 
Ifl there do EoRlish ftalBBtnan bold eDough 
and farhoeing to forestall events, etatify ibeir 
aspirations and imprint a beneficial charac- 
ter to this bloodless revoluiion ? Oannol 
we change the Btilieb Empire into a Con- 
federacy of Anglo-Saxon States, free, Inde- 
peodont aod oaited. of wbioh Great Britain 
would be tbe nucleus ? ImmeaBurable ad- 
vantages would nooruB to the oontraoting 
parties of tliiJ Federal bond. To the Col- 
onies one Federal diplomacy, ona Iropoiial 
army and common fiug;. The economy, 
power and security wbioh the new Coofed- 
ate unity offers to each integrBl portion of 
tho Kmpire are advantages wbioh no single 
atato or Colony could possibly hope lo ob- 
irio by ill own aousaisted elfurta. To the 
Muthur Country friendly ports in war titue, 
Ifieater Bocurity ond wider Honpe for its com- 
merce, and all the untold profit Iroin wield- 
ing such a power. Does your Lordship real- 
ize tho difference of England's voice in the 
cuuncils of Europe as ihe leader ol tbe ^leai 
Confederacy from its voice as a single State 
nhorn ol Enipiro ? Does it strike your Lord- 
ship how advantageous to English capital 
when invesiod ir euteipriaes covered by 
our Aug and rcHubited by our Uwa to its 
precarious and rislty strungle under the 
arbitary policy of aeparalo Stataa often 
tuinnlt»ry, at times conQioiing ? Will not 
our commercial traDsuclloDH, the world over, 
paiolully feel ihe ioseouriiy whiob theloo^en- 
iDi; of Iho ho[)dd ol our Empire woold oaiar« 
ully produce? Quotations on the Stock Ex- 
ctinugp would 80011 tell us that our woolth 
mlrau-iilu waa do longar covered by the 
aegis ot a ' powerful Stale ; and I doul)l 
wbetber any iuoreuse, however liberal, in 
our army and rmvy esiimutea would counter- 
balance our nioial Ichh in the fact of our no 
lonper boinn baclied by a powerful Empire 
Now, my L'jrd, it is uiy humble opinion that 
dt no tune like tliB presiict, when the tide of 
coloni.il syiiipalhy runs dtrong towards us io 
t'lia our i>tru(;glo with Ruaaia, can wa set 
afloat our newly conceived reforra -that cf 
drawing tho Colonies into closer companion- 
ship with tbe Mother Uouatry ; of cbeckio); 
the centrifugal by a centripetal movement." 

Tna movement here forosbadowad 
as early as 18.15, of which failing 
health alone preveoled Lwrd Palmera- 
too Irom becoming tho guiding spirit, 
bus now assumed the dimeosions of an 
importmt crisis in our nutional history. 
It behoves u« (JoloDists to look at tbe ques- 
tion from a ooloDlat slaodpoiat aod to con- 
sult our real mieresl. If tbe institution ol 
II powerful conf;deracy of nil the British 
Colonies should provo on mature refleo- 
tiiD to he a harbin({er of peooe. If it 
should promiao lo ullord us a powerful 
police ol the seas, u powerful preven- 
tive of war and beoce greater secariiy 
to our commercial Iraosaotions : — if our 
liiwp, instilutloDS, oivilzation and well being 
nener,illy should be thereby advanced or 
fiHouied — then lei a great colonial agitation 
thoroughly ventilate t'le whole scheme. Let 
a gicat colonial party uyiluio for the union 
of the colonies in ihis grand ullianoe. Lei a 
powerful world-wide Slate, guided by a well 
coQstitoted oaotral anlbority .arise oat oi tbe 
preeeni cbaocic oonlnslonof onr relaliooB with 
the mother country and with one another. 
Lot a well ordered individual Anglo-Sason 
Stale define and clearly lay down ibe duties 
ond privileges of each component element or 
part. Let ua have one common federal army 
ond navy, diplomatic service and civil lint. 
Let the soverign anthoriiy of Iho new Cor,- 
tederate State be well defined and liraiitd, 
but powerful and eflioient. Ltt it ba no 
sham. Let each colony oheirlully conlribnie 
its quota to Ihe fedcml Iroaaury, bearing lo 
mind, should Uio extm taxation prove some- 
what irksome, that thiaa premium on 8 
peace iofursnco policy paid to a ^reat Peace 
aod Reciprocity loBUranoe Association on a 
national, iDtercolonial, world-wide scale of 
which eoch oolocy would be a member. Let 
Great 15ritain, as the oldest and moat ex- 
perionced sla'.e, be >ho bead and front of the 
union, if nhe do nol decline tbe honor, bui 
let us have union at all evonto aa the great 
harbinger of perhaps milleniji peacs. Let a 
vast colonial euoventioa aasemble nt once, 
afiree on tho preliralonrieB and sketoh out 
the cans ituiioo of Ihis new State for ap- 
proval, diicu^niun or amendment by the seve- 
ral culonialj f'lirliatueuts, and wo shall then 
he in a fair way of areriio;; the disasters so 
keenly felt in ihe above qui tution as the 
result of the probabli decline and lall of the

What would Entjlaod be wiihoai her vast 
possessions 7 Their retenticu, nesumiog tliem 
nnprofiiable, (whiob 1 deny,) have given her 
the gxmx prestige wbioh sbp now enjoys j 
Iho loss of one will diminish Aer glory, be- 
cause if one goes others wilJ follow. 

Surely, air, something must be radically 
wrong when e body ol prominent coloniitd 
unite together under the suspices of one who 
has governed, uud dum»nd redrtas ot sopara- 
tion, for it must be manifest that tl>u Colonial 
Dapartmon* in England Is badly managed or 
else Parliamen*, is derelict in duty, as will 
appear from iho following cutting from ihe 
Toronto Globe ol ihe 13ih ult.: 

" A Limdoa loiter ea^a a nieoting was 
lately hi'ld in- London, consisting ol all tlio 
most emiuBUt raprepeiilulivi'S uf the Pacifii! 
colonics, and pruaitled over by one of the 
most oinioent ol Culonial Governors. At 
this gathering deop und general dissatisfac- 
tion was e.-jpressed with the politicul and 
moral rolatiotis ol their important and grow- 
ing countries with tbe purenl Slate and all 
tho infltientiBl cokni-t< prcs^int, rep'o-ent- 
ing in fool all the important intereit.i ol 
tbeir respaciive sbttlements, joined in the 
expreisioo of a determination lo require of 
Great Britnio snnne reconsiruotion oF bor 
Colonial Empire, which should allord tucni a 
guaraniee that ibe intero.-ta of the viirious 
oolonies should roceive duo mul iirompt al- 
tenliou. In llie event ot ihia being louucl im- 
pri'Oiioable, aod tbe feiiBO ol lliu nu'Ciiiii,' was 
decidedly that it would be so found, it was 
declared b^ all present that ibey tboald use 
all iheir influence with Ibeir respecnva settle- 
munla to leuve British ullogiance oiid seek 
in some form the pre tcctoraio ol the United 
Slates, or at nil eveuts lo becoiiio in tucli a 
manner us may bo decided, inuriiUiTd ol thu 
syBlein of the Ureal ilupublic. 'I'hi; ineoliog 
was not poUic; but its results aro likely to 
be known at an early day." 

I trust the effect of this meetinp; will prove 
benefioinl lo the just administration of the 
Colooiul Bmpiro by binding aud uniting 
them more closely on tornia bauail upon 
eqnily und justice. Why ctiould not eaob 
colony be duly rupresaoled by a couveuiion 
to meet in Lnadon ? and then with o firm 
and bold stroke sweep awoy the grievances 
aodcr which they are groaning; for I a in 
sure Ihe people io England are not nnani- 
mons with ibo viawa enuiici iied by the 
Giildwin Smith and Krighl School. Al- 
though "coming evonla ouel their sliiido-vs 
before," jad^in^; from the Loudon News ol 
the 6th ult., wtiich cuntaius ilio tollowing ; 

"Considering ull tho circuinslaiicts vvbich 
maire it difiioult for Europeans lo kucp hold 
of their unwilling colooiisiii America, and 
refleoiing ihat Cuba in now in in»ui uiciion, 
Spain will be fciitaoate if $2l),000,00l) 
ever reaches Rladrul usthepricoul Cuba," 
tbo vexed queilioii sliould bo pui to trie 
test as soon us praciicible and £ii);lidliinon 
be made aware of tho advaniage?, imporiunce 
and greatness Great Britain bus by l<eepi:ig 
her colonial possessions, Mooo coul I more 
ably do so than tbe members compo>iiig the 
convention inenliuaed.
